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ISN’T IT ABOUT TIME that we sto p asking the ques­ 
tio n, “ Why do n’t THEY do so mething abo ut it?” Isn t it 
abo ut time we change o ur thinking and say “ Why do n't 
WE 
do so mething abo ut it?” 


During the past y ears much co mment has been heard 
in Dix o n abo ut things which are wro ng with o ur Chamber 
o f Co mmerce. Perhaps so me o f them are justified, but in 
to o many instances we are lo o king fo r so meo ne else to so lv e 
o ur pro blems. Perhaps we are no t willing to assume o ur fair 
share o f the respo nsibilities that co me with liv ing in a fine 
co mmunity which has been go o d to all o f us. 


We can do no better than to quo te fro m the recent 
speech deliv ered in Dix o n by J o seph Meek, president o f the 
Illino is Retail Merchants’ Assn. He said, amo ng o ther things: 


“ Yo u can die as a co mmunity unless y o u are willing 
to accept the challenge o f building y o ur o wn co mmu­ 
nity .’’ 


He also said: 
“ I can leav e here to night, but y o u canno t leav e. Here in 
Dix o n is y o ur ho me, y o ur inv estment, y o ur dream. Yo u 
seek 
the same o ppo rtunities fo r y o ur children that y o u hav e had.” 
He po inted o ut: 


“ It is v ery late fo r v irile Chambers o f Co mmerce to 
start wo rking o n their pro blems—y o u can be to o late.’’ 


It is utterly amazing to analy ze the Dix o n Chamber o f 
Co mmerce membership structure and find that o ut'o f nearly 
5 00 pro spectiv e businesses, pro fessio nal o ffices and indus­ 
tries, less than 200 are members o f this o rganizatio n. It is 
equally amazing to find that, o ut o f a 19 6 0 budget o f $13 ,6 5 5 , 
70 per cent—o r $9 ,6 25—was co ntributed by 6 4 memberships 
in Dix o n. We do no t believ e that o ur co mmunity can be 
pro ud o f this reco rd. 


It sho u ld b e p o in ted o u t that 
a min imu m memb ership in 
the Dix o n Chamb er o f Co mmerce amo u n ts to less than IO 
cen ts a day , o r $3 0 a y ear. This can b e p aid in q u arterly in ­ 
stalmen ts, o r o n a mo n thly b asis. It is a small in v estmen t 
fo r an y fo rm o f b u sin ess if its o wn er sin cerely b eliev es in 
the fu tu re o f Dix o n . 


Memberships, ho wev er, sho uld fo llo w the general 
theme o f do ing o ne’s fair share. Larger businesses will 
ex pect to pay mo re than the minimum, and a co nv enient 
chart is av ailable which po ints o ut what fair share 
means in terms o f do llar v o lume o f business, square 
feet o f flo o r space and number o f emplo y es. 


Within a few day s a memb ership driv e fo r the Dix o n 
Chamb er o f Co mmerce will b egin . We sin cerely tru st that 
ev ery o n e will ex amin e his o wn co n scien ce an d n o t ju stify 
say in g “No ” o n the b asis o f “Why do n ’t THEY do so me­ 
thin g ab o u t it?” 


The call to memb ership in the Dix o n Chamb er o f Co m­ 
merce is a call to faith o n the p art o f the b u sin ess co mmu n ity 
o f the city . The Chamb er n eeds the b ro adest p o ssib le su p ­ 
p o rt within the co mmu n ity to achiev e the go als which will 
b en efit all o f u s. 


Bu t the Chamb er n eeds mo re than y o u r mo n ey . It n eeds 
y o u r time an d talen t as well. It n eeds y o u , stan chin g u p in a 
co mmittee meetin g, an d v o icin g y o u r ideas. It n eeds y o u , 
thin k in g, talk in g, su p p o rtin g the p ro jects which will ex p an d 
the b u sin ess p ictu re o f the city , p ro v ide the n ew jo b s we 
n eed, to mak e su re that Dix o n is all we wan t it to b e.

It is necessary to giv e 
this ty pe of stain a coat of shellac 
or other sealer before apply ing the 
v arnish.

Dr. V. K arr McKee, sup erin­ 
tendent, said th at a goal of th e 
p rogram is to allow th e working 
men and women to reach th e m ax ­ 
imum level of w'ork th at th eir 
abilities will allow. Subseq uently , 
because of dissatisfaction on th e 
p art of th e emp loy er or emp loy ee, 
or because th e resident is ready

Dr. McKee said, "It is not th e 
intention of th e Dix on State Sch ool 
to use th * emp loy er as a training 
sch ool or p erson, and no time 
limit is set for working at a p ar­ 
ticular job.”
